French 
Premier M. Michel Debre, whose conflict with 
: ex-Finance Minister M. Pinay has now caused 


the first real split in the fabric of the Fifth |’ 


Republic. : 


Since the days-of the occupa- 
lion, when he led a resistance 
group in France, he has stood 
firmly by Gencral de Gaulle, 
And during the bleakest days 
of the Fourth Republic he pro- 
clalined, everywhere and almost 
vlone, the country's need to call 
buck Uneir wartime lcader. 

He was never ao Gaullist 
through hero-worship or self- 
interest, but because he 
genuinely shared the General's 
views und was a firm believer 
in the principle of the power- 
ful Presidential system, 

‘Thus, when de Gaulle ‘finally 
won the Presidency, he 
promptly summoned his chief 
disciple and appointed him 
Premier, With equal prepared- 
ness, ‘Debre’ completed his Ql- 
man Cabinet in four and a 
half hours to break a 20-ycare 
oli French regord, 

An administrator and jurist 
by training, he had previously 
done more thin anyone clse to 
draw up the new: Constitution 
for the Fifth Republic, being 
personally responsible for morc 
numerous’ and  thorough-going 
reforms in France than any 
other man for a century. 


Michel Debre wos born in 


'pario 48 years ago this month, 


into a family of Jewlsh origin 
which had migrated from its na- 
tlve Alsace after France's defeat 
by Germany in .1870. They 
settled in Touraine, 

His father Dr Robert Debre, 
js a famous specialist - in 
children's discases and was Pre= 


reldent of the French Academy 


of Medicine in 1958. His mother 
was also a doctor, the daughter 
of o. well-known nincteenth 
century painter, Debat-Pongan, 
Wis grandfather was a Rabbi.

As I\iberation drew near, 
Mojor Debre waa charged by 
Genern) de Gaulle with. the re- 
organisation of the prefcctorlal 
system which had been’ com- 
pletely destroyed by the Gere 
mans. His ist of new nomina- 
tions was necepted by the 
Gencral and he himself was ap- 
pointed de Gaulle’s representa- 
tive ot Angers. . . 

Bitter campaign 

After the war he reorganised 
the entire administrative sere 
vices ond turned to polities ‘in 
1046, running ‘unsuccessfully for 
Partlament as a Radical. 

In 1948 he was elected Sena~ 
tor us a member of the Goullist 
Rally and promptly began his 
relentless caompalgn for the re- 
turn of the General. For a whole 
decade he provided one-man 
opposition to successive Govern- 
ments, penene da Meee 
demna of the political system 
which, he argued, wi leatiing 
France to self-destruction and 
decay.
